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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Kikuma does not teach or 
suggest a multi-package module including stacked packages. This is not persuasive because applicant does not specifically claim that 
the stacked package is a chip-on-chip package and Kikuma clearly disclose the first package (32-2 and 52-2; chip on a substrate 
package) and the second package (32-3, 52-3 and 52-4; chip-substrate-chip package). Thus, a reasonable interpretation of the term 
"stacked package" includes the structure taught by Kikuma. 

Furthermore, applicant argues that features 32-2 and 52-2 do not constitute a ball grid array package. This argument is not 
persuasive because Fig. 9A of Kikuma clearly shows a flip-chip ball grid array between the chip 32-2 and the substrate 52-2. 

Finally, applicant argues that the second substrate is not affixed to a surface of the first substrate. This argument is not persuasive 
because the claim does not specifically claim that the second substrate is directly affixed to the surface of the first substrate. A 
reasonable interpretation of the term "affixed" includes the structure taught by Kikuma. 

For the above reasons, the rejection is maintained. 
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
